Lord Balfour said that with the 
question of the necessary research in 
view of a strong committee had been 
appointed to collect and co-ordinate 
the vast mass of information on the 
subject of river pollution which was 
now scattered about the world. Some- 
times one of the chief difficulties fac- 
ing inquiries was the choice of des- 
troying an industry or maintaining 
the purity of a river. in many cases 
no method of purification was pos 
sible; in others it was too costly to 
adopt. The only way was to find a 
method of getting over the difficulty 
of dealing with the laws of nature.

British Families to Get Cana- 
dian Farms 

London-Five hundred British fa- 
milies are to be given farms in New 
Brunswick in the next six years, un- 
der the Anglo-Canadian agreement 
just made public. Advances up to 
£300 will be given to each family by 
the British Government ,repayable to- 
gether with the land cost over 25 
years. 

The New Brunswick Government 
co-operates in this agreement, which 
officials here hope may be the begin- 
ning of a big movement for attracting 
suitable British immigrants to the 
maritime provinces of Canada. 

Ottawa.—Co-operation between the 
British Government, the Canadian 
Government and the Government of 
New Brunswick is shown in a plan an- 
nounced ‘by the Department of Im- 
migration and Colonization for locat- 
ing British settlers on farms in New 
Brunswick. This marks the first con- 
crete step toward combined Dominion 
and Provincial action in co-operation 
with the British Government toward 
providing farms for the placement of 
British settlers in Canada and is one 
of several settlement schemes ar- 
ranged by Hon. Robert Forke, Minis- 
ter of Immigration and Colonization, 
when he was recently in Great Brl- 
tain. 

Arrangements which have just been 
signed on behalf of the respective 
governments provide.for the place- 
ment of 500 British settlers and their 
families on improved farms in New 
Brunswick . during the period from 
March 1, 1928, to, March 31, 1934. The 
plan follows the general scheme of 
the 3,000 Brtish families settlement 
plan which has already met with so 
much success, except that in this case 
the Canadian co-operation ‘will be 
given’ by the province | and ‘the Do- 
minion working together instead of 
exclusively by the Dominion Govern- 
ment. 

The Dominion Government, through 
its Department of Immigration and 
Colonization, will recruit and select 
the settlers in‘the British Isles and, 
co-operating with the Government of. 
New Brunswick, will locate the set- 
tlers in that province and extend set- 
tlement service through its Land Set- 
tlement Branch. The Government of

Montreal-The peaceful life of 
a farm worker in Canada looks 
“mighty good” after half a year of life 
in various prisons, where he was held 
because he could not prove his Can- 
adian citizenship, according to C. 
Wark, repatriated Canadian, who has 
been placed in farm work by the Col- 
onization and Agriculture Department 
of the Canadian National Railways. 
Before his departure dor, Lavolle, Que., 
Mr. Witrle--who reached Canada on 
the Cunard liner Aweania, related a 
tale of having been “i weghated” 
aboard a French freighter, carrie 
Sicily. and there discharged—strand- 
ed—to undergo many hardships bhe- 
fore securing his return to Canada. 
According to Mr. Wark, this was his 
third voyage “befére the mast” and it 
will be his last, the Canadian tarm 
looking attractive after his adven- 
tures, 

In his statement made at the Col- 
onization office of the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways at Bonaventure Sta- 
tion, where employment was found 
for him, Mr. Wark stated that in De- 
cember last he had been offered em- 
ployment as a fireman on a French 
freighter, the S.S8. Leopold, of Mar- 
seilles registry, then lying at Quebec. 
Fare to Quebec, Canadian wages and 
free return to Canada were offerad, 
he declared. He and a companion 
therefor went to Quebec, and arriving 
there late at night, went aboard the 
Leopold to interview the captain. 
Wark declared he asked the captain 

jarding wages and his return to 
Canada, and was told to_retire to the 
crew's headquarters for the: night as 
it was late, and the details of engige- 
ment would be discussed in the morn- 
ing. With his companion, Wark re- 
tired, and next morning awoke to find 
the vessel steaming down the St. Law- 
rence, while he and his mate were 
aboard, without any papers’ which 
would identify them. They had no 
choice but to continue the voyage to 
Catania, Sicily, where they were in- 
formed that the crew was to be paid 
off and replaced by a French crew. 

Wark claims he was then refused 
return passage to Canada, and’ on 
seeking an interview with the nearest 
British consul, was informed tnat 
that official could do nothing for him 
as he had neither birth certiticate, 
passport nor other papers to identify 
himeelf, ‘ 

With his companion, Wark there- 
tore took a train, intending to crose 
France and try to reach England. 
When they reached the Italian bord- 
er, however, they were stopped by 
Italian border police, and as. they 
could produce no passports, were held 
as suspected French spies. Three 
days later, they were released by the 
Ttallan police and passed over the 
French border, where they were Im- 
mediately arrested by the French 
border police and held under heavy 
guard, as trouble was then brewing 
between France and Italy. At the 
end of two days they were again re- 
leased and proceeded to Le. Horve, 
where Wark again went beforo the 
British consul, Here again he was 
told that nothing could be done for 
him, so he went to work for three 
weeks unloading coal vessels, He 
then got passage to Cardiff on an Eng- 
lish ship, and arriving there, he de- 
‘clares, he found that though the crew 
were being, paid off, his pay was re- 
tused because he had no papers which 
would admit him to Britain, 

On February 6th, Wark states, he 
was brought before the immigration 
authorities and was sent to Loudon, 
where he was further examined. He 
was refused permission to visit the 
High Commissioner’s office, he claims, 
and also permission to cable his par- 
ents at Bobbington, near Owen Sound, 
Ontario, to establish his identity. On 
the following day he was. deported to 
Dunkirk, France, for having entered 
Britain without proper passports. 

“From Dunkirk,” Wark stated, “I 
took the train to Antwerp and afte: 
had, been there four days and my 
funde had given out, I was arrested 
by the police and brought before a 
magistrate. As near as I could un- 
derstand through the interpreter I 
was sentenced to eight days on a 

charge, and at the ond of 
that oe with other prisoners I was 
taken by the police fo Hoogstracion, 
put in prison clothes, fed on prison 
fare and put to work on a farm, un- 
der heavy guard, being promised 
wages which about equalled one Cana- 
dian dollar per year. I was given to 
understand that I was simply being 
held until it could be arranged 
to send me back to Canada. On May 
3rd, I had become tired of this, how- 
ever, and with « Cxecho-Slovak fcliow 
prisoner, made my escape while work- 
ing In the flelds and ran for the bor- 
der of Holland, which we reached ‘at 
seven o'clock in the evening. 

“There we found border police on 
patrolh and to escape them had to 
swim a river. After reaching Drich 
soll we travelled ten kilomat.-: and

At theh end of five days I was callod 
and told I was to be placed aboard a 
British ship sailing for Canada. When 
I got on the boat I found she was 
sailingto North Shields, England, 
thence to Buenos Ayres ait then back 
to Hambourg. In spite of the cap- 
tain’s threat to put me in frona for 
attempting desertion, I managed to 
escape from the ship at North Shields 
—broke—and by subsisting on bread 
and cheese, tramped my way to Lon- 
don, 280 miles,, in two weeks. At the 
end of that walk I was again arrest- 
ed by London police and sent to a 
workhouse, where the condition of 
my feet and legs was such that a doc- 
tor ordered me kept in bed for a week 
before I was allowed to visit Canada 
House. 

“When I finally reached Canada 
House I was told that nothing could 
be done for me. I finally got tham 
to cable to my people, but at the end 
of a week was told there was no re- 
ply to the cable. Another week later 
I was taken‘ill with diphtheria and 
notsilitis and sent to a hospital for 
two weeks and then back to the work- 
house to recuperate. When I return- 
ed to Canada House I found a cable 
waiting which established my identity 
but I was informed that there were 
no funds to take care of stranded sea- 
men and they could not help mo. One 
of the secretaries did, however, give 
me two shillings to keep me going 
until there was a reply to a cable 


'they had sent asking Ottawa to re- 


patriate me. I was still in part of tne 
rags of prison clothing I had worn 
when escaping from Hoogstraeton, 
end I was moved from the workhouse 
to another place. After three days, 
Ottawa cabled that I was to ho re- 
patriated and the High Comiission- 
er’s office then provided me with a 
pair of pants and jacket, second hand, 
and informed me that I was to be ro- 
turned to Canada on a passenger ship. 
An ex-Canadian soldier, who was stay- 
ing at the same place, gave me shoes, 
socks, and a shirt, and later I learnca 
that I was to return to Canada on the 
8.8. Ausonia, under the Immigration 
Act, and that I would be expected to 
refund the passage money. 

“On July 28rd I embarked on the 
Ausonia at Southampton and arrived 
at Quebec on July 3lat. There I was 
met by R. B, Maxwell, of the Coiont- 
zation Department, Canadian Nation- 
al Railways, who fixed me up ut the 
Salvation Army hostel for the night, 
and next morning, with-others in the 
office, provided enough funds to buy 
by food and bring me to Montreal, 
with a letter to BH. J. Sauve, of the 
Colonization Department here.

Fresh Tomatoes, 
Cold or Hot 


Fresh tomatoes are on the market 
practically all summer long, giving the 
homemaker plenty of chances to ex- 
haust all the ways of serving the vege- 
table that she knows about. Here are 
éome splendid recipes for dishes that 
are easily propared and will be wel- 
come on the days—whether hot or 
cold—when one wants something a 
little different on.the menu. 


Shrimp Tomato Salad 

Wash medium-sized ripe tomatoes, 
cut off the stem-e:.de and scoop out 
the pulp to form sholis. Sprinkle 
Ughtly with salt inside, and invert to 
drain in a cold place until ready to 
be stuffed. For the filling of 6 such 
shells, allow 6 shrimps or anchovies, 
2 cold hard-boiled eggs, and 1 tea- 
spoonful each of minced olives and 
capers.. Mix these with % of a cup-

Albania Employs 
Veteran Fighter 


British Soldier of Fortune 
Remodeling Army 


Scutari, Albania—The “Albanian 
question” is now largely in the hands 
of Gen. Sir Jocelyn Percy, a veteran 
of the South African war, of several 
Indian expeditions, and of the great 
war. 

Gen. Percy came here to reorganize 
the gendarmery and was appointed by 
Ahmed Bey Zogu to command the 
military and civil administrations of 
all Albania north of the Matir River. 
He expects to pacify the turbulent 
region of the Malissore tribes and 
thus put a stop to the continual agi- 
tation along the frontier between Al- 


s,|bania and Yugoslavia. 


Gen. Jercy’s policy is that of the 
“square deal.” 

“The tribesmen of the region under 
my command,” he says, “can come 
to me and pour out their grievances 
with confidence that they will be 
heard and dealt with fairly.” 

Gen. Percy, after leaving the Brit- 
ish Army as major general in 1919, 
went to South Russia with a British 
mission attached to Gen. Denikine’s 
army. He was later with Gen. 
Wrangell in the Crimea. He enjoyed 
three years of rest and quiet on a 
ranch in British Columbia. Desiring 
active life, he put on the harness 
again in November last and undertook 
the task of reformng and reorganiz- 
ing the Albanian gendarmery.

The dramatic dash across Pafis and 
to the banks of the Marne made by an 
army of taxicabs carrying 17,999 mem- 
bers of the Sixth Army—seven men 
in a cab—to reinforce the French 
armies east of the capital, was,one 
of the most striking exploits of that 
early period of open fighting, before 
the contest settled down to the less 
spectacular trench struggle. The de- 
cision to create this Sixth Army, with 
a view to taking the offensive in a 
counter-enveloping movement, was 
reached, according to Commander Des- 
mazes, on August 25, and thus the plan 
for the Rattle of the Marne began to 
take form at that time. 

Not Sudden Inspiration 

Consequently, on the basis of the 
documents studied, he asserted that 
“the preparation for the Battle of the 
Marne, far from being the product of a 
sudden inspiration, much less involy- 
ing a miracle of mystery, was the fruit 
of patient and powerful determina- 
tion.” 

When the frontier battles between 
Mulhouse and the Sambre had gone 
against the Allies, Joffffre was con- 
fronted with the question: What to 
do next? To try to break the German 
front near its centre would have in- 
volved too grekt risk of allowing the 
allied left to be surrounded. Joffre 
rejected this plan, hoping to be able 
to sit tight until the Russians could 
get effectively into action. He de- 
cided meanwhile ‘to create a mobile 
force capable of stopping the move- 
ment of the enveloping wing of the 
Germans, and of surrounding it in 
turn. 

On August 26 the British suffered a 
seaback near Cateau and had to with- 
draw toward Compiegne. ‘It looked 
as if a dangerous gap were being made 
at the allied front at the very moment 
the new Sixth Army was sttting out

Housefly Can Travel Six Miles 
in a Day 


That the housefly not uncommonly 
makes a journey of five or six’ miles 
in twenty-four hours is shown by ex- 
periments conducted by the United 
States Bureau of Entomology. Fly 
flight tests were conducted in Texas 
Approximately 234,000 files of many 
different species were trapped, then 
dusted with finely powdered chalk and 
liberated. Fly traps with food re- 
lished. by the files were placed. 

The tests showed that the housefly 
covered in some cases more than six 
miles in less than twenty-four hours. 
Observations at Rebecca Light Shoal, 
Off the coast of Florida, indicated that 
files come down the wind from Cuba 
(ninety-five miles distant), at times 
from the Marquesas Keys (twenty- 
four miles distant), and from Key 
West forty-six miles away. The maxi- 
mum distance traveled by the fly in 
these experiments ‘was 13.14 miles.

They Pass Time Gambling, 
Lawyers Say, While Play- 
ing for Higher Stakes 
in Paris Courts 


| Cannes, France—Tho Riviera, long- 
Pictured a dawdliny ground for gay 
Americans, is becoming a rendezvous 
| for marital woes, in the opinion of 
divorce lawyers and income tax ex- 
perts. 

Many of the well-dressed women 
and men who foregather nightly at the 
green baize-covered gaming tables are 
realy gambling for stakes of the heart 
and not the purse, they gay. The 
games of chance in which they in- 
dulge, sometimes recklessly, are mere- 
ly means of killing time. They await 
with greater anxiety the turning of 
the wheels of the divorce courts of 
| Paris than they do the roulette wheels 
of the Casino. 

On the tables they place sums of 
money, but in documents filed in 
Paris courts they have placed their 
emotions, and they are far. more con- 
cerned to win there than here. The 
stakes are high here, at times, the in- 
come tax experts calculate that be 
tween $150,000,006 and $200,000,000 
was risked on the decisions of gam- 
ing instruments here last year’ The 
divorce lawyers point out that regard- 
less of the armount of the pecuniary 
hazards of the gaming tables here, 
larger stakes are being played for in 
the Paris counts. 

When a distinctively gowned wo- 
man nonchalantly rakes in a pile of 
bank notes shoved toward her by the 
deft croupier, she oftimes wishes it 
were a decree of divohce she were 
receiving, the lawyers say, and when 
a gentleman in evening clothes loses 
a few thousands, he frequently wishes 
it were the unwanted mate that the 
croupier's rake were taking away 
from him. 

Fear of the publicity «given for- 
eigners seeking divorces in Paris 
helps to account for the popularity of 
the gaming tables, here, the lawyers 
say. The Casino at Juan-les-Pins, fre- 
quented largely by Americans, report- 
ed $70,000 profit last year,’ while the 
Casino hére, always a lode-stone for 
English people, reported a gross re- 
turn of $2,000,000 dering the samé 
time.

Z 
The night air, on an average, {8 ap- 
proximately twenty degrees cooler 
than the air in the daytime in the fall, 
when the apple crop is put in storage. 
The air, however, is not damp enough 
to keep the apples from shriveling. 
This is remedied by keeping the floor 
‘wet to allow the water to evaporate. 
Evaporation is also a cooling pro- 
cess. The temperature is further cool- 
ed as the water evaporates. The 
floors must be kept wet continually, 
observes Mr. Overholt, to keep the 
moisture in the air high enough, and 
ald cooling by evaporation. Pans, 
or even a narrow trench filled with 
water are not sufficient.

| Is Milleweed of Value? — 


An lowa chemist, Dr. Gerbart, 1s 
making a plea for milkweed. He finds 
that this much despised plant has 
many promising virtues. 
he says should occasion a careful 
study of the plant to learn {f the ‘pos- 
sibilities he suggests may not bo 
realized In a practical way. 

In the first place, this chemist states 
that the milk from this weed corres 
ponds closely to that of the rubber 
plant, and It may in the future, prove 


{a domestic source of this valuable 
| product. 


According to his tests, the 
milkweed will produce, in the wild 
state, from two and one-half to three 
per cent, of rubber. 

Further, an acre cf the weed will 


floss. This is a greater production 
than {s had from the cotton flelds. A 
superior quality of upholstery can be 
made from this floss. At the same 
time the blossom is producing the 
floss, the stem of the plant is growing 
a fibre of high tensile strength. The 
fibre of the milkweed runs the entire 
length of the stalk. This chemist 
states that it would make an excellent 
substitute for hemp. In strength it 
compares well with manila hemp.

A farmer retired last year, after 
farming for some thirty years. Before 
he left the farm ho had a sale. This 
neighbor’s machinery had always had 
tho best of caro, and the surrounding 
farmers knew it. Some of them had 
borrowed tools from him at different 


times, and knew they were always in_ 


Perfect repair. As a result, a corn 
binder that he had been using for 
twenty years brought $80; a fanning 
mill that had been in use for fifteen 
years brought $28, and a grain drill 
that had been used every year for 
eighteen years brought $40. Other 
machinery averaged as well, and all 
were worth the price they brought.

sequence of crops produces the larg- 
est ylelds and which rotation is most 
effective in maintaining the produc- 
tivety of the soil and in controlling 
weed and insect peats. An excellent 
rotation is, with several others, des- 
cribed in the latest report of the Do- 
minion Field Husbandman, distributed 
by the Publications Branch, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Ottawa. It is 
a five year rotation with the crops 
in the following order: corn, oats, 
clover hay, timothy hay, oats, Thero 
is thus one-fifth of the land in corn for 
silage, two-fifths in grain, and two- 
fifths in hay. For the purposes cf the 
experiments both the clover and the 
timothy are harvested as hay. Ma- 
nure is supplied twice, once for the 
corn crop at the rate of 16 tons per. 
acre, and once for the timothy, top 
dressed on the clover sod in the win- 
ter at 15 tons per acre. These large 
quantities of manure are applied be- 
cause the land is not pastured.
